The Potentate’s Message

May the New Year be rich with the blessings of Allah. 
May each of you have abundance of health, happiness and prosperity. 


To tHe Nosiuity: 


It hardly seems possible to me that it was one 
yeat ago that you honored me with the election 
as Potentate. The year has passed quickly, because 
it has been a busy year, through which for nearly 
every day, we have found something to do for the 
Temple. 

On assuming the high office it was soon apparent 
that it carried many responsibilities. The very 
first was to make a change in the environment of 
the Shrine headquarters, both for the purpose of a 
more desirable location and to assure a more 
business-like atmosphere. The move to the new 
Statler Building, and the appearance of the execu- 
tive offices has met with the approval of the many 
Nobles who have visited the premises.

The general affairs of the Temple are in good 
shape. Your attention is called to the reports of 
the Recorder, Treasurer, Trustees and Auditors. 
The numerical growth has not been as great as we 
would wish, but it is comparable with the general 
results in all fraternal organizations. The outlook 
for the coming year is favorable, and can be made 
advantageous if each Noble will make it his duty 
to seek out a worthy applicant for admission to our 
goodly Temple. 

Financially the organization is prosperous.

In all other respects Aleppo maintains a proud 
position among the leading Temples. 

We have the largest Drum Corps; or as it is 
locally known ‘“‘Shriner’s Band’’. The devoted 
service given by the Nobles of our musical unit, 
without personal compensation, reflects the true 
spirit of real Aleppoians. Each Monday night the 
dials of thousands of Radios tune in to pick up 
the splendid programs that have made the Band 
such a popular feature of the broadcasts. 

Our Patrol keeps in the forefront and is recognized 
as perhaps the best drilled and disciplined organiza- 
tion in the jurisdiction of Shrinedom. It is this, 
because its members are proud of their identity, 
willing to observe the rules and hold up the high 
standards of efficiency and morale and reflect credit 
to the Temple. 

The Mounted Patrol, a more recent addition, is 
fast becoming capable of comparison with the 
horsemen of other Temples that boast of this 
feature. 

The Degree Staff, who produce the Second 
Section, were reorganized, and have shown the 
good results that come from a systematized plan 
of action backed by a desire to make every effort 
to entertain the Nobility. 

Speaking of these uniformed units, it is interest- 
ing to note that they are also buélders of the Temple, 
as through their efforts nearly 25% of our new 
members were secured.

I have found that the affairs of the Temple are 
like a big business. There are departments that 
require supervision and call for an organization 
Chelp) to secure results. Besides the uniformed 
units, there is a force of electricians, stage hands, 
guards, door-keepers, custodians of wardrobes and 
property, registrars, physicians, etc., all of whom 
have duties during and preparatory to the 
Ceremonials. 

The Steward has a big problem. It requires 
experience, training and ability to serve the thou- 
sands of Nobles at our meetings. When you con- 
sider that no advance post card tells him how 
many ate coming, and that you do not pay before 
you eat as you have to do in nearly all of your 
organizations, and as they do in many sister 
Temples; we can marvel just how it is done as 


well as it is. The attendance at the four Cere- 
monials held at Mechanics Building according to 
the checkers count made at the door was 28,604; 
an average of 7,150, and reaching a peak at Novem- 
ber meeting of 9,500 plus. hen the doors are 
opened the food must be on the tables, freshly 
cooked, well prepared and cleanly served. There 
must be enough to last through the time advertised 
as neatly as good estimating can plan. It may be 
of interest to give what was consumed: 
Cooked Meats, 16,477 pounds — more than 8 
tons. 
Salads, Creamed Chicken, Oysters, 1,779 gal- 
ons. 
Bread, 1,760 loaves. 
2,445 dozen. 
Condiments, 383 gallons. 
Strawberries, 1,575 boxes. 
Ice Cream, 1,405 gallons. Assorted Cake, 2,874 
pounds. 
Coffee, 1,190 gallons. Sugar, 763 pounds. 
The cost averages about $1.15 a person.

That the Shrine is not all for fun and self-centered 
enjoyment, was refuted when the Shriner’s Hos- 
pitals for Crippled Children were established. I 
think you will want to know that Aleppo pays an 
assessment of $30,632.00 for 1927. 

There has been those calls from among our own 
members in need that have been met in true fra- 
ternal spirit 

The Temple has through the Red Cross given 
$1,000. to the Louisiana Flood sufferers and divided 
another $1,000. between our Vermont and Massa- 
chusetts neighbors in the more recent floods in 
New England. 

The ‘‘Little German Band’’ — Drum Corps boys, 
inspired some voluntary giving when the coins 
were showered upon them at the June and Novem- 
ber meetings. The Floating Hospital received 
$500. and the Springfield Unit of. the Shriner’s 
Hospitals $518.93.
